NOMINATIONS ARE NOW IN ORDER. 


ThetRepublicans Given Chairmanships on 
About the Same Committees They 
Gave the Democrats Last Session. 


Washington, March 14.—The democratic 
waucus finished its labors today so far as 
the reorganization of the committees of the 
penate are concerned. The session of the 
caucus was not so long as was anticipated 
despite the fact that there was some dis- 
cussion on the subject of reorganization of 
the elective office of the senate. There 
was a prevailing sentiment in favor of a 

reorganization of the clerical and ex- 
ecutive forces of the senate, and the senti- 
ment took tangible shape immediately after 
the adjournment of the caucus, when the 
caucus committee met in Mr. Ransom 's 
room for the purpose of considering the sub- 
fect. Up to this time the committee has 
been so busily engaged with the revision of 
the committee lists that the other matter 
bas been referred to only in an informal 
manner. This important branch of the 
work of the majority is now, however, well 
under way, and it is probable that by this 
time next week, if not earlier, the elective 
officers of the senate will have been 
Min ged. | 

It will be seen that the committee provid- 
ed chairmanships for Senators Peffer and 
Kyie, tae populist members, and permitted 
Mr. Stewart to retain the chairmanship of 
the committee of mines aud mining. which 
de has held under the republican urganiza- 
tion. There was some debate over this ac 
tion and some opposition, but the intluence 
of the committee prevailed and the silver 
senator from Nevada will not be disturbed. 
Hither upon the standing or on the select 
committees were found positions as chair- 
man for all the new democratic . 
The republicans are given eleven — 
tees, just the number they gave 9 ame 
erats.

Stood at Their Posts.

The train contained forty passengers, 
all of whom escaped injury except Mr.

who was bruised on the forehead and side 
and complains of pains in the chest. He 
is not considered seriously hurt and is 
able to walk without support. Mr. Rogers.

Eve 
lina Brooks, colored, of Macon, sustained 
a sprained wrist. | 

Engine No. 559, which is painted blue 
in keeping with the royal blue Nancy 
Hanks, lies in the ditch on one side and 
badly damaged or rather disfigured. 

The Tender Upside Down. 

The tender was thrown in front of the 
engine, and is lying upside down stripped of 
its trucks. The baggage car was thrown at 
right angles across the track and is the 
worst broken of any of the cars. 

Baggage Master Will Morrill and a news 
butcher and eleven pieces of baggage were 
the only occupants of this car. All escaped 
without a bruise except one trunk, which 
was slightly broken. 

The smoking car lies by the side of the 
engine with its right side gutted by a 
projecting beam of the engine pilot. In 
this car were several gentlemen,. ‘among 
whom were Dick Cubbage, Mannie Wax- 
elbaum Whit Collier, of Atlanta, and 
Mr. Scott, of New York. 

Immediately flames from the engine fire- 
box broke out for an instant in the smoker. 
The fire was almost immediately smother- 
ed by jets of escaping steam. 

Mr. Waxelbaum smashed a thick win- 
dow near to him with his fist and called to 
his fellow passengers to follow him out of 
the window. His hand was badly cut by 
the glass. 

Mr. Cabbage assised Mr. Cooper through 
the window, and the other passengers fol- 
lowed. = 

The ladies’ coach was not so much 
damaged, but all the wheels left the track. 
None of the passengers in this car were at 
all injured. Only the front trucks of 
badly frightened. Only the front trucks of 
the parlor car left the track. None of the 
passengers in it were hurt though one was 
thrown àa summersaul over a seat. 

The track was considerably torn up. A 
wrecking train and crew were on their way 
from Macon within forty-five minutes after 
the news of the accident was received here. 
Surgeon Williams, of Macon, went up to 
attend the injured, but before he arrived 
their needs had been attended to by Drs. 
Ponder, of Forsyth and Hollis, of 
Smarrs. The train sent from Macon to 
make a transfer and bring delayed passen- 
gers, etc., to Macon, reached here tonight at 
half-past 9 o’clock, nearly five hours late. 

The accident created great excitement in 
Macon, as there were many exaggerated re- 
ports on the streets concerning it. Large 
crowds were at the depot to meet the train 
and great relief was felt when it was pos- 
itively ascertained that what at first was 
believed to be a horrible accident was de- 
void of any serious results. 

The wreck will not be cleared before 
noon tomorrow.

Colonel Peek, in his communication 
printed on this page yesterday, makes | 
reference to the increase in the cotton 
acreage of Russia and India.

The Truth About the Matter. 

During the past two or three months, 
The Constitution has been engaged in 
genuine missionary work. It bas been 
trying to convince “eminent bankers” 
and “well-known financial writers” that 
it is their duty to apply the logic of com- 
mon sense to the subjects which they 
discuss. Whether or no these efforts have 
been attended by success, we are not 
prepared to say, but it is certain that 
those who were recently. breathing forth 
panic and ruin have quieted down as 
suddenly as if they had stumbled into a 
cold-storage vault. The prophets: have 
apparently taken a holiday, and, though 
it is early for picnics, we trust they will 
be able to find the “rath violets” of con- 
solation. 

The first fact that we tried to bring to 
the attention of the “eminent bankers” 
and “well-known financiers,” when they 
were clamoring and protesting against 
the drain of gold to Europe, was this 
fundamental one—that no owner of gold 
in this country war giving it away; that, 
though our gold was giving out at a rate 
both rapid and interesting, it left some- 
thing more than its full equivalent here, 
and was merely fulfilling its mission as 
an international currency. We did not 
know at that time that a clique was en- 
gaged in shipping a good deal of the 
yellow metal abroad in ofder to compel 
the Harrison administration to issue 
bonds. But the fundamental fact holds 
good in the face of artificial shipments, 
and not a dollar of American gold has 
gone abroad but has left its full equiva- 
lent in value here. 

In one breath, these “eminent bankers” 
and “well-known financial writers” an- 
nounce their opposition to silver, because 
it cannot be employed as an international 
currency, and, in another, go into con- 
vulsions when gold shows a disposition 
to fulfill its functions as an international 
medium of exchange. They tell us, when 
discussing silver, about the intimate inter- 
course that our commercal relations with 
European nations has brought us, and 
they say that it is just as necessary that 
we should have a standard of value that 
is negotiable in the capitals of Europe as 
it is that we should have a currency 
that is as good in New Orleans as it is in 
New York. 

If this argument holds good in one 
direction, it ought to hold good in another. 
We venture to say that no great clamor 
or outery would be made if gold in any 
quantity were to be shipped from New 
Orleans. Why, then, considering our 
intimate intercourse with Europe, should 


only hard thinking, but clear-headed 
thinking on very practical lines. Here 
we are, for the first time in a generation, 
in control of a great country whose 
treasury has been emptied, whose taxes 
have increased to the point of robbery, 
and whose privileged classes have been 
protected and pampered until the average 
poor man finds it too expensive to either 
live or die. Our revenues have been 
squandered, the public lands wasted, the 
tariff made to oppress labor, and the | 
currency tinkered with until it is nu 
longer the money of the people. 

These conditions confront us and we 
must deal with them without unnecessary 
delay. Naturally, the situation requires 
thinking, and a good deal of it. We agree 
with The Sentinel, and we do not hesitate 
to say that the most hopeful ‘sign of 
promise in democratic ranks is the general 
disposition shown to continue our cam- 
paign of education until the 
masses of every section be- 
come thoroughly enlightened upon the 
great economic problems of the day. 
Especially is this true of our younger 
democrats. During the past year, the 
prizes offered by Public Opinion for the 
best essays on economic subjects were all 
won by young men. This is en- 
couraging. If we are going to stick to 
this sort of thing, we shall soon have 
the ablest set of men in public life that 
the country has ever seen. Let the hard 
thinking go on. 5

The Panama Trial, 

Many of our readers doubtless view the 
proceedings in the Panama trial with 
amazement. They cannot understand 
why some of the defendants, after vigor- 
ously denying the charges against them, 
should break down and admit their truth. 

Only the other day, one of the states- 
men undergoing an examination in the 
palace of justice started out the very im- 
personation of innocence, and, in the 
course of an hour, broke down and, 
with tears in his eyes, con- 
fessed his guilt. Then, Madame Cottu 
compelled a high police official on the 
witness stand to admit that he had at- 
tempted to negotiate with her for the 
return of certain documents implicating 
the royalist deputies. 

But M. Bourgeois, the ex-minister of 
justice, made perhaps the most remark- 
able spectacle of himself. He resigned in 
consequence of Madame Cottu's testi- 


mony reflecting upon his police depart- 


ment, and defended himself on the stand. 
The judge informed him that Madame 
Cottu had said nothing against him. 
Bourgeois replied that he had read the 
report of the trial, and was there to deny 
its insinuations. The suggestion was 
made by the judge that the report was, 
perhaps, inaccurate. Bourgeois went on 
to say that he did not know What the 
new maneuver meant, and did not wish 
to know, but he felt that it would preju- 
dice the disclosure of the truth and give 
rise to the idea that justice was not free. 
One of the counsel asked what maneuver 
was alluded to, and the witness answered 
that he did not know, but was conscious 
of the fact. 

We are told that M. Bourgeois spoke 
very sternly, and created a sensation in 
court. It is, of course, impossible for 
Americans to understand why this vague 
nonsense, without a single point in it, 
should excite the court and the spectators. 
The witness admitted that he did not 
know what the Cottu maneuver meant, 
and did not want to know. He did not 
even know that there was a maneuver, 
and yet he was conscious of the fact.

A Plain Case. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat 
Says: 

There are, therefore, two arguments against 
a big cotton acreage—the low price of the 
staple, the high price of provisions. The lat- 
ter is a further argument in favor of increas- 
ing the acreage in food crops. During the 
war the south raised its own meat and bread, 
although nearly all its able-bodied men were 
in the field. It can do so today with profit 
and advantage. The market quotations, not 
of cotton alone, but of all provisions, are a 
strong arguinent against a big acreage in the 
southern staple. 

We do not see how these propositions 


can be successfully controverted. Cer? 
tainly, if we could raise all our meat and 
bread during the war, we can do it now. 
This policy would make cotton a surplus 
crop, and, even at low prices, our people 
would still be self-supporting, 

And yet we do not look for any marked 
results from the resolutions in favor of 
reduced cotton acreage passed by various 
conventions. The Wilmington Messenger 


says: 


We remember in 1872—or about then—we 
wrote several editorials on this very line. It 
was beating the wind. We recall a suggestive 
fact. In Georgia a great meeting was held 
of planters in which it was solemnly resolved 
that but two-thirds of a crop of cotton should 
be planted. All pledged themselves to this 
course. An editor passed by a large farm 
and asked the negro overseer if that was all 
the colonel was planting. Sambo said: “Oh, 
no, sir! There is 180 acres here, but he has 
220 at the old home and 175 acres at ’Pos- 
sum Hollow.” The editor said that this was 
more than he planted last year, and yet the 
colonel pledged himself to plant less. The 
colored brother replied: Lah, sir, the old 
kurnel is a sight. He knows de others are 
gwine to plant less, so he is long-headed, and 
he is gwine to plant more.“ 


It is to be feared that there is too much 
truth in this anecdote. Our farmers 


‘know that it is expensive to feed their 


horses on northern hay, keep their wheat 
fields in the great west, their smoke- 
houses in Louisville, Cincinhati and 
Chicago, and their fertilizers in distant 
islands of the sea. They ought to know, 
after a long experience Tat a big cotton 
crop means low prices. | 

Still, there is no unanimity of senti- 
ment among our farmers. They have 
made a start in the direction of diverst- 
fied crops, but the upward tendency of 
cotton last year will cause them to turn 
about and repeat their past mistake of 
planting more cotton. Look out for 
9,000,000 bales at 5 or 6 cents. 

We know it is urged that an expansive 
currency would enable us to sell even 
this big crop at a fair price, and the point 
is made that merchants will not credit 
planters unless they plant a good deal 
of cotton. But we have no expansive 
currency, and the pressure of public opin- 
ion must be brought to bear upon the 
merchants. If the farmers are not en- 
couraged to diVersify their crops, they 
will soon be so desponden that they 
will sell or give away their farms and go 
west or flock to the towns. Even at 
great sacrifice and inconvefffence, it is 
better to turn over a new leaf right now. 
If the farmers will not plant less cotton, 
let them at least produce more bread and 


meat,

Such is the policy outlined by Chairman of 
the Police Board English to be pursued in 


the biennial election of patrolmen which 


occurs two weeks from now. 

This will be comforting news to the mem- 
of the police force who have 
exceedingly anxious for months

dreading for the election to roll around. 
There have been many rumors of a big 
shake-up in the departmeut which was 
billed to take place at the next election 
and these rumors nave ae a disquieting et- 
fect upon the pa troluen. None ot them hu ve 
telt sure. The uneasiness has been general, 
But bere is the Way Chairman English out- 
lines the board’s policy: 

There will be no changes just merely for 
the sake of a change. For each change 
made there will be a sutticient reason. 1 
do not believe in dropping a man for no other 
cause tua some other man has tiled au 
application for his place. it is as true of 
the police business as of any other business 
that the man with the most experience, 
granting that he has ability and energy, 
is Of more value to his employers than the 
enw, inexperienced man. 

There will be no such thing as favor- 
itism shown in the next election. Where 
a man has filled all the requirements of au 
otticer he will be retained. Of course, we 
have a certain number of men on the force 
who are incompetent aud worthless. They are 
wasting their time on the police force, and 
are not worth 10 cents a day to the city. 
They will, be left off. It is impossible to 
select 110 policemen Without a certain num- 
in, hey are soou found out. When they get 
in, tuey are soon found out as their work will 
tell the story of their worth. 

“I do not believe in changing. It is not 
good businss vag? A Take the case of our 
chief of police. e has been in police work 
for eighteen years, and ought, by this time 
to thoroughly understand his work. Would 
it be sound business policy to displace him 
to make way for a man who had absolutely 
no experience in the business. I shall act 
on this line when the election occurs. I 
do not believe in favoritism in the selection 
of public servants.” 

This will make pretty good reading to 
those members of the police force who have 
been attentive to their duties. 

It now seems that the election will be spic- 
ed with more contests than seemed probable 
a week ago. Many rumors of prospective 
candidates and changes gre going the 
rounds, and every day they take more tan- 
gible shape. Aw the election draws near 
they 2 materialize. 

The latest rumor is that the popular sta- 
tion house keeper, Mr. John C. Joiner, is 
to be elected police captain. This rumor 
has been wider circulated, and has come 
to the ears of that gentleman himself. 
His reply to all inquifies concerning it is 
that he is making no canvass for the place; 
that he has not spoken to a single commis 
sioner about the matter. He is evidently. 
going on the idea that his record speaks for 
itself: that it is familiar to each of the com- 
missioners. and if they deem him worthy 
of promotion they will do the work. He 
has been connected with the department 
for many years, and is known by nearly 
every person in the ciy as a quiet, gentle 
manly officer. ; 

But Mr. Joiner is making no fight on any 
of the present captains. Each of them has 
made a superb omcer., and no fault has been 
found with their administrations, As head 
of the detective department Capain Jim 
Wrich has made many improyemens in that 
department, and has established an excel- 
lent system in doing business. The other 
captains, Manley, etn ae and Moss, have 

ade an excellent record. a

NO MONEY FOR EXPENSES, 


And the Civil Service Commission Cancels 
Examinations. 


The civil service commission today took 
the necessary action to cancel all exumina- 
tious scheduled to be held between March 
21, 1893, and June 30, 1893, in the states of 
Missouri, Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, New York, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Nebraska, New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Deiaware, Idaho 
and Wyoming, also the examinations sched- 
uled for Pittsburg, Pa.; Garden City, Kas.; 
Grand Juction, Col., and Salt Lake City, 
Utah. In explanation of this action, Com- 
missioner Roosevelt today said that the 
cancellation of these dates were made nec 
essary by the failure of congress at its last 
session to appropriate gufficient money to 
pay the traveling expenses of the examin- 
ers. When the schedules were prepared 
the commission had barely enough funds 
available to do its work. 

Subsequently, by order of the president, 
all free delivery postoffices were included 
within the classified service. This ad- 
ditional work necessitated a considerable 
expenditure, and when a deficiency became 
apparent the commission asked congress for 

317000 000 to cover the time until next year's 
a pro an became available. explaining 

at 


e work of the commission could not 
be continued without the deficiency appro- 
priation was made.

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The United States Grand Jury at Work 
gn the Redwine Case. 
REDWINE SUMMONED AS A WITNESS. 


He Was Quite Pleasant, and Talked About 
Everything but His Case — Some 
Other United States Court News. 


No true bill has as yet been returned by 
the United States grand jury in the Red- 
wine case. 

A formidable array of witnesses were 
summoned before that body yesterday, and 
among them was Redwine himself. And 
the end is not yet for a number of witness- 
es have been summoned to appear today. 

Redwine was dressed in a very heat gray 
suit, and he was evidently in good health 
if not in the best of spirits. Although he 


refused to have anything to say about his 


case, he said he bore no ill feeling against 
the reporters, but that he was acting under 
the advice of his lawyers. 

When the ex-bank cashier's presence was 
discovered he was immediately surrounded 
by a crowd of onlookers, who gazed at him 
with curious eyes, much to Redwine’s dis- 
pleasure. At first he bore it with an effort, 
affecting a blase feeling, but this soon 
gave out and he requested to be allowed to 
retire into some office until he should be 
needed. The office of Mr. Park Morrill, 
the director of the weather bureau, was 
designated, and Redwine proved to be a 
pleasant companion. While he made no 
advance towards starting a conversation, 
he talked willingly so long as his case was 
not mentioned. 

When Redwine arrived at the federal 
building, Captain J. W. English was be- 
fore the grand jury, so he was obliged to 
wait. Finally he entered the grand jury 
room, and remained inside testifying for 
nearly an hour. Redwine was very reti- 
cent, but it was learned from a good source 
that he was very ardent in his effort to 
clear Owens and Black of any complicity 
with him in the bank defalcation. He had 
been told by his attorneys to make no 
statement about his own case, which in- 
structions it is fair to suppose, he obeye: 
to the letter.
